Community unites 
as family at yearly 
holiday dinner 

Ellene Mann, 100, is the town’s 
oldest living resident. She 
wouldn’t miss Prophet’s yuletide 
afTctir 

“If I weren’t here, I’d be sitting 
home,” she said. 

Couples who are not up to 
cooking a big holiday meal — and 
many older residents who are 
widowed and have nowhere to go 
— look forward to the event. 

“It’s a get-together for us peo- 
ple who are not home. Instead, 
we get together with our Briny 
family,” said Marvin Slicker, who 
attends the event every year. 
Tickets sell quickly. 

“It’s a lovely affair. Each year, 
it gets better,” said Beatrice Rud- 
derman, a 12-year regular who 
gets her hair done for the occa- 
sion. 

Dinners are delivered to those 
too frail to attend. 

The $6 admission pays for next 
year’s food and possibly some- 
thing extra for the kitchen. 

Cooking duty is split among 20 
“elves” — volunteers and friends 
whom Prophet recruited through- 
out the years. 

“I could not do it if I didn’t 
have all these great friends that 
do the work,” she said. 

Six people cook the turkeys, 
six cook sweet potatoes, six oth- 
ers prepare the mixed vegeta- 
bles, and two make the mashed 
potatoes. 



Two others collect the money 
and greet guests. 

“There’s no escaping Ruth 
Prophet,” joked Frank Kiley, 71, 
who has cooked a turkey for the 
party each year since 1983. “I’ve 
told Ruth two or three times I’m 
not doing a turkey anymore, but 
she doesn’t even hear me.” 
Prophet is strict about deco- 
rum. Food, location and organiza- 
tion are her realm. • 

But guests must supply 
atmosphere. 

The party starts exactly at 4 
p.m., with spiced-up or non-alco- 
holic drinks to “liven up the spir- 
it.” It ends with sing-alongs. 

Guests must dress up, and they 
bring their own cutlery and chi- 
na. No paper plates or plastic 
utensils are allowed. 

“This is a Christmas dinner,” 
Prophet said. 

“It’s the only time they get all 
gussied up, put jewelry on, get 
their hair done.” 

This year’s event meant a little 
something special for Prophet, 
whose husband, Ray, died last 
summer. He had been a fixture at 
the party, helping with the daunt- 
ing logistics of staging the affair 
and personally ladling spiced 
eggnog for guests. 

“Last night when I went home, 
it was rough,” Prophet said. “I 
was upset, and he wasn’t here to 
calm me down.” 

But there were plenty more 
smiles than tears at the 16th an- 
nual affair. Laughter flowed as 
freely as the eggnog. 

“You get to talk to people you 
don’t see otherwise,” Slicker 
said. “Most of us don’t have our 
families down here. This is like 
one big extended family.”
